AN ACT t5 provide for the collection of theJjtaxes therein
named in certain cases.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represenied i senate
and a&sen{bly, do enact as follows :

SECTION 1. If from any cause whatever, the proper
officers of any town, city or village in this state, shall
be unable to collect the usual regular, annual, state,
county, achool, ward, and town taxes, by the first day of
Febraary of the year next after that for which said taxes
were levied, upon being informed thereof by the peti-

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tion of not less than ten of the tax payers of said
town, city or village, it shall be lawful, and the gover-
nor of this state is hereby authorized and dircoted to
issue his order or command to the clerk or clerks, and
treasurer or treasurers of said towns, villages or cities,
ocommanding said clerk or clerks, forthwith to prooeed
and make out a new tax roll for said taxes above
named, and for no other, and said treasurer or treas-
urers to collect the same. '
Clerk sball Szorton 8. Upon the receipt of such order or com-
makeoutnew mand, the said clerk shall proceed to make out a new
tax roll for said above named taxes, with a warrant an-
nexed, the said roll and warrant to be made in all re-
sEeota in the same manner as other tax rolls, and upon
